hospitals. At present there is a 
critical need of certain blood types. 

"Since McGiil is sponsoring the 
main clinic in the province of 
Quebec this week it is wholly your 
responsibility to make up this de- 
ficiency. It is impossible to esti- 
mate the damage to human lives 
which would be caused by a fai- 
lure on the part of McGill stu- 
dents".

Student aid committee 
stirred by communique

the Student Consulting Committee on Student Aid with the Issuing of d communique by the Ministry 
of Youth and. a counter-communique by the students. - 



In the government communique 
Hector Joyal, Director of the Stu- 
dent Aid, Service, stated that the 
decrease fn bursaries "is the logic- 
al consequence of the policy of 
norms decided last winter, a policy 
agreed to by the student commit- 
tee." 

The student committee replied 
liiat although the students did ap- 
prove the principle of norms, they 
did uot approve the individual 
norms? 'The actual norms," Bob 
Rabinovitch, McGill's represent- 
ative to the committee said, "'in 
particular those pertaining to se- 
nior students, are both arbitrary 
and unrealistic". A student's in- 
come, ho pointed out, docs not in- 
crease by leaps and bounds as he 
progresses from first and fourth 
year "as intimated by the present 
norms". 

Joyal further stated that the av- 
erage bursary will increase by $51 



when all studentsUibursaries^are 
taken into coosIdéràtidn^Rabbi- 
ovitch claimed, however, that not 
only will the bursaries of third 
and fourth year students show an 
average decrease of $100, but that 
21 per cent "have been refused 
outright" 

The government communique 
also announced that bursary re- 
quests would be reconsidered "in 
exceptional cases", such as when 



the student's father has died sbice 
the original request, when sickness 
or accident prevented the student 
from taking a summer job, and 
when the student has brothers and 
sisters studying at university. 

The student communique expres- 
sed pleasure at adding this sub- 
jective element, but expressed the 
belief that thb list in the govern- 
ment communique "Is far from 
complete."

! Et Tu, Premier Lesage? 

There is little doubt that when Premier Lesage last 
went to the polls for a renewal of his mandate, he 
had the overwhelming support of Quebec's university 
students. He had assembled about him a group of 
men who, while feared by some, were nonetheless 
widely recognized for their pro>ven; iritelligence and 
foresight. His party's platform seemedito offer sound 
plans for the modernization and industrialization of 
this province, and, whether or not history will show 
this to have been a justified belief, he had succeeded 
in convincing most people that the flagrant patronage 
which had so damaged Quebec, was now, thankfully/ 
a thing of the past. 

For the university students, Mr Lesage, and his 
chief lieutenant in the field of education, Mr. Gerin- 
Laioie, had a special attraction. Their party was com- 
mitted. It seemed, to an all out program dessigned 
substantially to assist Quebec's institutions of higher 
education in expanding to meet the demands of the 
1960s. As a corollary to this, the Liberal party (as 
its spokesmen so often reminded us) . proclaimed that 
free education at ALL levels was a sacred goal which 
they would tirelessly pursue. 

It now appears that the students of Quebec have 
been "taken" as surely as any group ever was. 
Hollow excuses ore forthcoming in great numbers, 
but the facts bear witness to the lie. On the institu- 
tipiial level the promised aid has simply not come 
.up^tbltho; level expected with the result that we are 
now paying higher fees than we did when Mr. Lesage 
first came to power. 

Very soon after the increases in fees were announc- 
ed our student leaders met with Mr. - Gerin-Lajoie. 
They were told that the increases were regrettable 
but unavoidable. They were also promised, by the 
Minister himself, that the increase in fees would be 
. offset by increased provincial bursaries. Our delega- 
tion returned to Montreal, unhappy but placated to 
some extend by the partial solution which they had 
been offered. 

Clearly, the facts once again bear witness to the 
lie. Funds available for student bursaries have been 
substantially reduced, and in their' place another 
melange of lame excuses is offered. 

The Quebec Liberal record in the field of education 
now presents a pretty picture. Promise: Increased 
financial support of universities. Fact: The status quo 
barely maintained and many examples of decreased 
funds. Promise: Free education at all levels (later 
pitifully reduced to increased bursaries). Fact: Sizable 
reductions in the numbers and amounts of all bur- 
saries, and no sign of free education. 

We are, in short, faced with a record of broken 
promises; a record of which this entire province must 
be mode aware by whatever means we possess, be 
they briefs, communiques, or mass demonstrations. 
As we once supported Mr. Lesage, so can we now 
oppose him. Our case is both reasonable and just. 
The people of Quebec will sympathize with it, if they 
are given the chance to understand It. Let us now 
give them that chance.

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Montreal has "novel" role 
in Canadian literature

of McGill's English Department said In a "Meet the Faculty" lecture 
at IHillel House yesterday, lie spoke on "Montreal and the Cana- 
dian Novel." 



He described Montreal's charac- 
ter as that of a class society, with 
well-defined social groups and 
grdups-within-groups. Each group 
has its own values, institutions, 
and orthodoxies. It is this type of 
society that has always been the 
basis for a great literature, he 
said. 

The writers rebel against these 
orthodox values, he continued, and 
this is particularly true of Jewish 
writers in Montreal. He cited the 
novels of Mordecai Richlcr and

Leonard Cohen, in particular, as 
examples of the drive to break out 
of the social structure as a theme 
in the Montreal novel. 

Jewish writers have shown a 
greater understanding of social 
groups than have Anglo-Saxons, he 
said, and the dialogue in their 
novels Is far more "alive". He de- 
plored tlic fact that Montreal 
writers have ail been " a n t i " , 
against the status-quo but with no 
positive values of their own. He 
also regretted the lack of under- 
standing of the French-Canadian 
in the English Montreal novel. 

In the wide-ranging question pe- 
riod that followed, Dr. Robinson 
said that literature today is in a 
state of decadence, and that no 
country has assumed a literary 
leadership. A new literary revolu- 
tion is needed. Also in the question 
period, he contrasted English- and 
French-Canadian poetry. The 
former is earthy and cynical, he 
said, while the latter tends to be 
idealistic and unrealistic. 

Comparing the Canadian and 
American novel, he said that the 
best in Canadian literature docs 
not compare with the best In the 
United States, despite the un- 
healthy state of the American 
novel, with its emphasis on bar- 
barism and brutality. However, he 
feels that better characteristically 
Jewish writing is being produced 
in Canada than In the United 
States.
